s  lowing  observations  and  recommenda¬ 
tions. 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer 
be  directed  by  the  State  Convenuon 
Board  to  secure  a  detailed  inventory  of 
all  plant  and  equipment  owned  by  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board 
and  its  agencies.  Inasmuch  as  no  de¬ 
preciation  schedule  has  been  set  up,  we' 
recommend  that  the  Treasurer,  together 
with  the  Convention  Board  Auditors, 
work  out  an  appropriate  depreciation 
schedule  so  that  the  properties  at  all 
times  will  reflect  their  actual  value  and 
a  depreciation  fund  equal  to  the  de¬ 
preciation  reserve  shall  be  set  aside 
yearly. 

S.  The  Auditor  for  the  Convention 
Board  calls  attention  to  the  expenditure 
tor  plant  and  equipment  from  accounts 
which  have  no  appropriate  budgetary 
provision.  We  recommend  that  the  Con¬ 
vention  Board  instruct  all  department 
end  agency  heads  in  the  preparation  of 
budget  recommendations  that  they  shall 
anticipate  aod  include  detailed  provis¬ 
ions  for  equipment  and  plant  expendi- 
ioos  for  equipment  considered  necessary 
within  the  budget  year.  Purchases  of 
equipment  and  plant  expenditure  shall 
be  made  on  the  basis  of  budgetry  pro¬ 
visions  for  same. 

3.  We  recommend  that  an  item  for  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  building  be  placed  within  the  budget 
of  the  Treasurer  and  that  the  items  of 
office  rent  be  removed  from  the  budgets 
o)  the  various  departments  and  agencies 
under  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
Board.  Oitside  agencies  or  departments 
and  the  Baptist  Record  would  continue  to 
pay  rent  to  the  Convention  Board. 

4  The  Convention  Board  at  its  regular 
meeting  of  December  1*60,  directed  the 
Treasurer  to  make  an  inventory  of  the 
equipment  purchased  by  the  Radio  De¬ 
partment.  This  equipment,  with  ooet 
value  of  >9,640.11,  was  partially  sold  for 
toe  sum  of  >300.00.  However,  the  equip¬ 
ment  was  such  that  no  satisfactory  in¬ 
ventory  could  be  made.  Some  of  the 
equipment  has  been  retained  by  the  de¬ 
partments  in  the  Baptist  Building  and 
will  be  reflected  in  future  inventories. 
The  other  equipment  was  found  to  have 
no  sales  value  which  made  necessary  a 
enarge  off  of  >0.340.11.  We  recommend 
that  the  Convention  Board  be  diligent 
in  attempting  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of 
the  situation  that  existed  under  the 
Radio  Department. 

i  We  note  that  there  is  an  expenditure 
lor  Campaign  expense  of  the  State  Mis¬ 
sion  Season  of  Prayer  in  the  amount  a f 
>1,144  93.  We  recommend  that  cam¬ 
paigns  of  this  character,  which  recur 
annually,  shall  be  anticipated  and  pro¬ 
vided  for  within  the  budget  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  promoting  same. 

4.  The  Convention  Board  has  a  Baptist 
Record  surplus  of  >2.000  00  We  recom¬ 
mend  that  profits  securing  from  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Record’s  operation  shall  be  added 
to  this  surplus  until  there  is  a  >10,000 
operating  surplus  and  a  >5.000  00  equip¬ 
ment  surplus. 

T.  The  Convention  Board  at  its  Pre- 
Convention  meeting  made  provisions  for 
air  conditioning  of  the  Baptist  Building, 
the  cost  of  same  to  be  paid  from  the 
Slate  Mission  surplus.  This  expenditure 
will  largely  deplete  the  surplus.  We 
recommend  that  an  attempt  be  made  to 
raise  the  surplus  of  the  State  Missions 
to  approximately  $25,000  00  to  provide 
operating  funds  and  security  that  this 
part  of  our  Convention  work  should  have. 

t.  The  granting  by  the  Convention 
Board  to  the  Oxford  Church  several 
years  ago  brought  a  flood  of  requests  by 
ether  churches  to  be  similarly  favored, 
and  a  number  of  other  churches  were 
made  similar  grants  of  varying  suma. 
Due  to  the  precarious  financial  situation 
Into  which  this  policy  led  the  Board, 
inis  policy  was  changed  for  the  past 
year.  We  recommend  that  M  be  made 
permanent  policy  by  the  Contention 


Board  to  make  no  special  allotments  to 
individual  churches,  but  that  all  church 
-ud  shall  be  handled  through  the  regular 
Building  Aid  Committee  from  the  sum 
allocated  for  Church  Building  Aid. 

The  Committed'  also  offered  the  fol¬ 
lowing  recommendations  which  Were 
adopted. 

1.  We  recommend  that  all  applications 
for  aid  to  Bible  Teachers  in  Junior 
''olleges  be  referred  to  the  Pastors  Aid 
committee. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  allocations 
for  Indian  work  be  disbursed  under  the 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  and  organisations  of  the  9late 
Convention  Board. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  item  of 
Negro  work  be  subjected  to  an  exhaus¬ 
tive  study  by  the  committee  on  Negro 
vork  to  determine  where  present  use  of 
inis  allocation  is  the  best  or  whether  it 
can  be  better  used  through  other  chan¬ 
nels.  , 

4.  We  recommend  that  not  more  than 
five  thousand  dollars  <>5.000.000)  of  the 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  (>7. 500  00) 
allocated  for  temperance  work  be  used 
for  both  the  work  of  the  temperance 
committee  and  the  united  drys.  Any  sum 
remaining  shall  be  allocated  by  the  tem¬ 
perance  committee. 

5.  We  recommend  that  D.  D.  Quinn 
he  employed  as  Convention  Board  Audit¬ 
ors  for  the  current  year. 

4.  We  recommend  that  the  personnel 
committee  of  the  executive  committee 
shall  recommend  to  the  Audit.  Budget 
and  Allocations  Committee  each  year  a 
salary  schedule  of  all  workers  of  the 
Convention  Board. 

As  Instructed  by  the  recent  State  Con¬ 
vention,  Cooperative  Program  funds  will 
be  divided  50*-  for  stale  objects  and  40% 
for  southwide  objects.  The  Budget  Com¬ 
mittee  recommended  that  the  40%  be 
divided  as  follows: 

Christian  Education  90% 

Christian  Education  30% 

State  Missions  20% 

Orphanage  4% 

Ministerial  Education  254% 

Baptist  Hospital  2% 

Baptist  Foundation  154% 

Reporting  for  the  Education  Commis¬ 
sion,  Dr.  F.  M.  Purser,  Oxford.  Chair¬ 
man,  recommended  that  >14.000  of  Edu¬ 
cation  Commission  funds  be  a  preferred 
item  for  Blue  Mountain  College  to  be 
applied  on  Ks  Indebtedness  of  >32.000 
caused  by  the  loss  of  Its  heating  plant. 
The  Committee  also  stated  that  It  would 
recommend  a  like  turn  for  next  year. 

The  Commission  also  announced  the 
percentages  of  the  five  state  institutions 
at  the  same  figure  as  last  year  as  follows: 
Mississippi  College,  Clinton.  3454%; 
Clarke  Memorial  College.  Newton,  1054% 
and  Baptist  Hospital  School  of  Nursing 
2%. 

Budgets  for  all  departments  were 
adopted  and  due  to  the  high  cost  of  living 
alight  Increases  in  salaries  were  voted 
for  department  heads  and  associates. 

The  various  committees  spent  Monday 
right  in  considering  the  work  of  the  var¬ 
ious  departments.  These  reports  were 
heard  on  Tuesday. 

Press  time  prevents  giving  a  full  re¬ 
port  of  the  other  activities  of  the  Board. 
They  will  appear  in  next  week's  issue.

Robert  A.  Vogeler  says  that  his  seven¬ 
teen  months  of  Red  imprisonment  con¬ 
vinced  him  that  were  he  marooned  on  a 
desert  island  the  Bible  is  the  one  book 
he  would  prefer  over  all  others. 

The  statement  is  made  in  “1  Was 
Stalin's  Prisoner”  in  the  November  24th 
issue  of  The  Saturday  Evening  Post, 
wherein  Voegler  reports  he  pleaded  with 
his  captors  for  seven  months  before  they 
supplied  him  with  a  Bible. 

During  seventeen  months  of  imprison¬ 
ment  he  was  not  permitted  to  see  a 
single  newspaper  or  magazine  in  any 
language.  He  was  furnished  with  some 
works  of  Dickens,  Bromfield,  Tolstoy 
and  Shaw,  plus  a  volume  of  the  collected 
wartime  speeches  of  J.  V.  Stalin,  but 
found  that  the  Bible  gave  him  the  great¬ 
est  solace  of  all.

more  reported  as  full-time  in  1050  than 
in  1949.  Half-time  churches  in  1950  num¬ 
bered  T19. 

Twenty-two  states  in  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  reported  502  new  church¬ 
es  in  1950  bringing  the  total  to  27,788  co¬ 
operating  churches.  The  reports  also 
show,  that  15.074  of  the  churches  have 
full-time  preaching  services  indicating 
that  1.299  churches  progressed  from  a 
part-time  to  full-time  program  in  1950. 

Many  churches  on  a  quarter-time,  half¬ 
time  and  three-quarter-time  basis  have 
stepped  up  their  programs  also  as  the 
figures  indicate  a  decrease  in  number  of 
churches  with  the  half-time  or  less 
status. 

More  than  half  -  -  14.778  -  -  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  churches  in  l»50  were  in  the 
open  country  and  another  4.842  were  in 
villages  of  less  than  500  population.

Miss  Hayes  said  that  in  the  eight 
months  after  Dr.  Wallace’s  arrest  she 
applied  three  times  for  permits  to  leave 
China.  "I  was  not  alarmed,  though,” 
she  added,  “I  was  satisfied  for  God’s 
will  to  be  done  in  whatever  happened 
to  me.  The  hardest  thing  I  had  >o  do 
was  wait.” 

“The  experience  drew  me  closer  to 
the  Lord,”  she  said  with  tears  in  her 
eyes.  “Never  before  had  I  known  just 
what  it  means  to  depend  upon  the  Lord.” 

Miss  Hayes  will  spend  a  year’*  fur¬ 
lough  in  America.  Then  she  hopes  to  go 
back  to  the  Orient  “Some  day  I’d  like 
to  go  back  to  China,”  she  said.

A  Good  Suggestion 

Some  time  ago  while  he  was 
pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Shaw¬ 
nee,  Oklahoma,  Dr.  R.  Lofton  Hud¬ 
son,  now  pastor  in  Kansas  City, 
made  a  suggestion  that  every 
church  should  heed. 

The  suggestion  is  that  churches 
provide  their  pastor  with  an  an¬ 
nual  fund  with  which  to  subscribe 
to  magazines  and  purchase  hooks. 
Such  an  investment  would  bear 
rich  returns. 

Business  houses  provide  their 
officials  with  such  a  fund.  They 
do  not  do  it  for  charity  but  be¬ 
cause  they  feel  that  a  small  in¬ 
vestment  in  books  and  magazines 
will  help  to  make  their  officials 
better  equipped  for  their  job. 
Thus,  they  get  many  times  the 
small  cost  expended. 

There  are  several  periodicals 
that  every  preacher  ought  to  have 
in  his  library  and  during  the  year 
there  are  at  least  a  dozen  books 
which  every  preacher  should  buy. 
Some  of  them  can  and  some  of 
them  cannot  because  of  financial 
reasons.  Certainly  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  a  year  for  magazines  and

1.  Reemphasing  tbe  imperative  need 
•f  the  right  choice.  What  Is  life  anyhow 
but  a  aeries  of  necessary  choices?  From 
toe  moment  of  wakening  to  the  passage 
through  the  gate  of  sleep,  yea,  from  the 
down  of  consciousness  In  childhood  to  the 
hour  of  death  life  Is  a  succession  of 
ehoioes  wise  or  unwise.  The  challenge 
to  these  choices  faces  you  and  me  every 
minute  of  our  lives  and  as  we  choose  we 
are.  or  should  I  say,  as  we  are  we 
rhoooe.

Alabama  Baptists  To  Pay 
For  Hospital  Additions 

Southern  Baptists  appear  to  be  almost 
the  only  Protestant  denomination  se¬ 
riously  concerned  about  the  relation  of 
federal  grants  for  church  hospitals  to 
the  separation  of  church  and  state. 
Methodists  just  joined  with  Roman  Cath¬ 
olics  to  get  federal  funds  to  enlarge 
their  hospital  in  Washington,  D.C.  (See 
their  hospital  in  Washington,  D  C.  But  at 
the  same  time  Alabama  Baptists  voted 
against  federal  aid  and  to  raise  $675,001 
to  build  additions  to  the  Birmingham 
Baptist  hospital.  This  action  comes  less 
than  a  year  after  the  Southern  Baptists 
of  North  Carolina  boxed  the  ears  of 
their  hospital  board  for  voting  to  accept 
government  funds  and  set  themselvea 
to  carry  all  the  costs  of  an  expansion 
program.  These  decisions  by  the  Soo¬ 
ther#  Baptists  should  lead  to  soma 
searching  thought  in  other  communions.

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Protestants  Deplore 
Montreal  Regulation 

MONTREAL  — <RNS>—  An  order  by 
the  Montreal  City  Council  requiring  that 
retail  stores  close  on  six  church  holidays 
has  aroused  protests  from  Protestant 
bodies  and  churchmen  here. 

Drug  stores,  soda  fountains,  newspa- 
peper  vendors,  tobacconists,  florists  and 
confectionery  shops  are  exempt  from  the 
regulation. 

The  church  holidays  are:  Christmas, 
New  Year’s  Day,  Epiphany,  Ascension, 
All  Saints’  and  Immaculate  Conception. 
They  are  all  traditionally  observed  as  re¬ 
ligious  holidays  by  Roman  Catholics  in 
Quebec  Province. 

Deploring  the  action,  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Montreal  United 
Church  Presbytery,  said  it  “understands 
the  concern  of  Roman  Catholics  to  have 
their  sacred  days  as  widely  observed 
as  possible,”  but  deprecated  "any  action 
of  the  Montreal  City  Council,  having 
varied  groups  under  Ks  jurisdiction,  im¬ 
posing  by  law  limitations  on  the  free¬ 
dom  of  action  of  the  minority

Reporting  the  largest  student  body  in 
Rs  history  and  the  greatest  number  of 
students  ever  to  enrol  in  a  Southern 
Baptist  seminary  is  Southwestern  Semi¬ 
nary  at  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  The  final 
count  showed  1,679  students,  an  increase 
of  nearly  250  over  last  year. 

Southern  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  has  enroled  930  students  and  New 
Orleans  Seminary  reports  638  in  its 
classes. 

The  relatively  new  theological  school  in 
the  West,  Golden  Gate  Seminary  in 
Berkely,  California,  reports  194  enroled 
this  terra,  about  twenty  more  than  last 
year. 

Newest  among  Southern  Baptist  in¬ 
stitutions  is  Southeastern  Seminary 
which  opened  iU  firat  classes  this  fall 
to  Wake  Forest,  North  Carolina,  with 
sighty-five  students. 

Ninety-five  students  are  enroled  in 
the  American  Baptist  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary  (Negro)  in  Nashville,  Tennessee. 
The  American  Seminary  is  partially 
supported  by  Southern  Baptists  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  National  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  (Negro).
